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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annua]  Report  on  the  Health 
of  the  Hawarden  Rural  District  for  the  year  1968. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  at  mid-year  1968 
was  41,280,  an  increase  of  1,050  over  the  previous  year. 

The  Birth  and  Death  Rates  are  based  on  this  population  estimate,  whilst 
for  comparison  with  other  Districts,  comparability  factors  of  1.02  for  Births 
and  1.12  for  Deaths  are  applied. 

Live  births  for  the  year  numbered  795,  giving  a birth  rate  of  19.25  per 
thousand  population,  the  national  rate  being  lower  at  16.9.  There  were  15 
more  births,  compared  with  1967. 

Deaths  amounted  to  443,  giving  a death  rate  of  10.73  per  thousand 

population.  The  national  death  rate  was  higher,  at  11.9  per  thousand. 

There  were  15  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  (compared  with 
15  in  1967).  The  death  rate  of  infants  per  thousand  live  births  was  18.86, 
compared  with  the  national  rate  of  18.0.  Of  the  infant  deaths,  seven  occurred 
in  the  first  week  after  birth. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  (all  ages)  were  diseases  of  the  heart  and 

circulatory  system  (Nos.  13  to  18  in  the  table)  231  of  the  443  total,  and 

cancer  84.  Circulatory  deaths  rose  by  26  and  cancer  deaths  by  14. 

Accidents  accounted  for  10  deaths,  6 being  motor  accidents,  and  4 
other  accidents,  a reduction  of  6 compared  with  1967. 

There  were  no  reports  of  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  or  of  poliomyelitis 
in  the  District,  but  the  need  for  immunisation  of  infants  against  these 
diseases  continues.  There  were  206  notifications  of  infectious  diseases,  which 
included  178  cases  of  measles,  pneumonia  5,  scarlet  fever  3,  dysentery  14, 
food  poisoning  3,  and  paratyphoid  fever  1 . In  addition,  there  was  one  case 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

Once  more,  housing  matters  occupied  much  of  the  time  of  the  Health 
Department.  Visiting  and  inspection  of  houses  consume  a great  deal  of 
time.  Many  of  the  applicants  for  Council  houses  take  up  residence  with 
their  parents,  often  aggravating  overcrowding.  Others  move  into  unsuitable 
accommodation,  and  complain  about  the  conditions  under  which  they  are 
living. 

The  caravan  sites  continue  to  be  a source  of  complaint  by  some  of  the 
occupiers.  One  can  doubt  the  wisdom  of  allowing  the  establishment  of  sue1’ 
sites  in  the  first  place,  as  it  appears  that  caravan  dwelling  is  little  better  than 
grossly  sub-standard  housing. 

The  trend  of  legislation  appears  to  be  in  favour  of  modernising  of  old 
houses,  in  place  of  the  clearance  policies  which  prevailed  a few  years  ago. 
In  view  of  the  deplorable  slowness  of  building  methods  today,  this  new 
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approach  seems  reasonable  provided  lhat  the  houses  rescued  and  modernised 
are  brought  up  to  a reasonable  standard.  This  procedure  should  tend  to 
to  take  away  some  of  the  pressure  upon  the  Council  for  Council  houses. 

In  conclusion.  I thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  support  during  the  year.  Your  Clerk,  Mr.  F.  N.  V. 
Meredith,  your  Treasurer,  Mr.  W.  E.  Rogers  and  Mr.  G.  Reidford,  your 
Surveyor,  have  been  unfailing  sources  of  help  during  the  year. 

Of  your  Public  Health  Inspectors,  Mr.  D.  R.  George,  Mr.  C.  S.  Wensley 
and  Mr.  A.  E.  Howgate,  I can  say  that  I have  had  full  co-operation  and 
loyal  support.  The  team  work  has  been  excellent.  The  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector’s  Report  indicates  in  a small  way  the  vast  amount  of  day  to  day 
work  which  adds  up  to  the  year’s  work.  With  the  flow  of  new  legislation 
and  the  rapid  rise  in  the  population  of  the  District  this  volume  of  work  is 
bound  to  increase. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  Mrs.  B.  Cooper  of  the  Health  Department 
who  has  typed  the  Reports.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 
Diphtheria 

Diphtheria  Prophlactic  Antigen  is  issued  free  to  Medical  Practitioners 
for  the  immunisation  of  children  in  the  area. 

All  records  relating  to  Diphtheria  Immunisation  are  forwarded  by 
Medical  Practitioners  or  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  County  Council  now 
provide  for  children  to  be  protected  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping 
Cough  by  the  use  of  combined  Antigen. 

Vaccination 

Vaccinations  were  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at  the 
County  Council  Child  Welfare  Clinics.  During  the  year  no  Smallpox  contact 
entered  the  area  from  infected  ships  or  aircraft. 

Cleansing  and  Disinfection 

In  all  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Death  resulting  from  Tuberculosis 
as  well  as  in  all  cases  where  it  is  considered  advisable,  the  houses  of  the 
patients  are  thoroughly  disinfected  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

Facilities  are  available  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  the  steam  disin- 
festation of  bedding,  but  this  hospital  is  now  under  the  control  of  the  Welsh 
Regional  Hospital  Board  with  whom  co-operation  is  maintained.

Cases  of  measles  were  prevalent  during  the  second  half  of  the  year, 
and  dysentery  occurred  during  the  last  quarter. 

Three  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  reported.  One  was  a person  who 
had  bought  an  infected  (cooked)  chicken  in  Chester.  The  other  two  were 
a husband  and  wife.  The  husband  had  had  meals  in  canteens  and  cafe’s 
and  the  source  of  infection  was  not  found.  The  case  of  Paratyphoid  fever 
was  a woman  who  fell  ill  after  returning  from  a holiday  in  Majorca.  She 
was  treated  in  Hospital. 

Jaundice  and  Leptospirosis  were  made  notifiable  in  the  Autumn.  The 
case  of  Leptospirosis  was  a farmer.  This  complaint  is  caused  by  an  infection 
carried  by  rats,  mice  and  other  rodents.  Infection  occurs  through  wounds 
or  skin  abrasions.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  incidence  of  notified  Tuberculosis  is  slowly 
declining.  There  was  one  new  case  compared  with  two  in  1967,  three  in 
1966,  13  in  1965  and  16  in  1964.  BCG  vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  is 
offered  to  all  children  of  13  years  and  over.  This  service  is  conducted  by 
the  County  Council  and  the  tests  are  done  in  school  with  the  consent  of  the 
parents.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hawarden  Rural  Dustrict  Council. 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  fourth  Annual  Report  on  the  Environ- 
mental Health  Services  for  the  year  1968. 

I wish  to  pay  a sincere  tribute  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee,  together  with  Dr.  D.  J.  Fraser,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  for  their  help  and  ready  co-operation  in  all  matters  affecting  the 
health  conditions  of  our  district. 

During  1968  the  work  of  the  Department  proceeded  steadily  particularly 
in  the  compiling  of  up  to  date  records  relating  to  the  many  aspects  of 
environmental  hygiene. 

Two  staff  changes  occurred  during  the  year.  Mr.  J.  Bryning  obtained 
his  final  qualification  in  June  1968,  was  absorbed  into  the  establishment 
as  an  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  but  left  in  October  to  take  up  an 
appointment  with  the  Harwich  Port  Health  Authority. 

The  Council  also  appointed  Mr.  David  Thomas  during  1968  to  succeed 
Mr.  Bryning  as  Student  Public  Health  Inspector. 

I especially  wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  my  staff  colleagues,  the  Rodent 
Operative,  and  all  employees  in  the  Refuse  Collection  Service  for  their 
helpful  and  loyal  co-operation  during  the  year.

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OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

The  reconstruction  of  the  Animal  By-Products  Works  within  this  district 
was  completed  in  October  1968.  This  included  the  sealing  of  that  part  of 
the  plant  likely  to  give  complaint  from  malodour.  This  means,  theoretically, 
that  no  malodour  shouid  escape  to  atmosphere  since  it  is  treated  by  either 
one  of  the  two  chlorination  plants  installed  in  the  new  factory.  It  has  been 
stated  that  the  factory  is  now  one  of  the  best  equipped  in  terms  of  odour 
control  in  this  country. 

1 sincerely  hope,  as  do  the  owners,  that  the  plant  will  operate  without 
giving  rise  to  complaints  of  smell  from  the  local  residents. 

The  extent  to  which  supervision  and  investigation  was  given  to  these 
premises  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  323  visits  were  made  during  the  year. 

HOUSING 

Housing  still  plays  a major  role  in  the  day  to  day  routine  of  a Public 
Health  Inspector  and  there  can  be  little  more  rewarding  than  the  satisfaction 
of  having  provided  people  with  a good  house  containing  all  modern  amenities 
be  it  a new  house  or  one  that  has  been  brought  up  to  the  Statutory  standard 
by  reconstruction,  improvement  and  repair. 

During  the  year  we  were  advised  that  a new  Housing  Bill  was  to  be 
introduced  incorporating  some  of  the  suggestions  contained  in  the  Denning- 
ton  Report  published  in  November,  1966.  This  impresses  on  Local 
Authorities  the  need  to  clear  away  properties  which  are  “beyond  the  pale” 
and  to  save  those  properties  which  otherwise  would,  in  a short  period  of 
time,  become  irrepairable. 

This  will  mean  detailed  survey  and  will  cut  deeply  into  the  time  of  the 
Public  Health  staff.  The  preservation  of  existing  housing  stock  by  improve- 
ment will  be  more  time  consuming  than  that  involved  in  the  procedures 
required  to  effect  the  demolition  of  properties.  However,  I believe  this  is 
the  correct  approach  to  revitalising  our  present  housing  stock  rather  than 
to  undertake  large  scale  demolition  work  especially  where  such  stock  is  to 
be  found  in  areas  where  the  environment  lends  itself  to  such  improvement. 

This  question  of  environment  must  not,  however,  be  the  overriding 
factor  and  should  be  secondary  to  achieving  sound  standard  of  fitness  in 
the  properties  themselves. 

It  has  been  recorded  that  one  enthusiastic  Authority  in  concentrating 
on  environment,  planned  playing  field  with  attendant  recreational  facilities 
for  rejuvenated  property  which  was  occupied,  almost  exclusively,  by  old  age 
pensioners.  I am  aware  that  people  are  living  longer  these  days  but  this  is 
surely  stretching  the  imagination  too  far.

During  the  year  the  Council  instructed  me  to  call  a halt  to  Clearance 
Area  work  until  some  understanding  could  be  reached  with  the  Ministry  on 
the  evaluation  of  the  standard  of  fitness  code  laid  dov/n  in  Section  4 of  the 
1957  Housing  Act.  Decisions  received  in  the  previous  year  were  unusual 
to  say  the  least,  and  clearly  indicated  that  we  were  not  operating  on  the 
same  “wave  length’’  with  regard  to  the  interpretation  of  this  standard.

The  Council  have,  of  course,  continued  to  deal  with  individual  houses 
deemed  to  be  unfit  and  incapable  of  being  rendered  fit  at  a reasonable  cost.

One  caravan  site  in  the  district,  planned  to  accommodate  1 86  caravans 
is  progressing  on  an  agreed  phased  development  and  by  the  end  of  the  year 

59  had  been  sited  and  occupied. 

Durine  the  year  107  visits  were  made  relating  to  preliminary  surveys, 
site  works,  drainage,  re-inspections,  etc. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

During  the  vear  1.432  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  refuse. 

During  the  year  a further  refuse  collection  vehicle,  a ‘25’  cu.yd.  Karrier 
Ramillies  of  the'  continuous  compression  type,  was  added  to  the  transport 
fleet.  From  April  1968  the  complete  fleet  consisted  of: — 

2 x 35  cu.yd.  Karrier  Ramillies  \ 

1 x 25  cu.yd.  Karrier  Ramillies 

1 x 20  cu.yd.  Karrier  Ramillies  y (Diesel  powered  rear  loaders)

2x12  cu.yd.  Karrier  Dual  Tip 

2x12  cu.yds.  Karrier  Gamecocks  — petrol  powered  side  loaders,  one 
of  which  was  used  during  the  year  as  a soil  carrier. 

In  1968  the  Council  extended  the  paper  sack  system  to  ALL  their 
Council  houses,  which  means  that  3,729  houses  are  now  related  to  this  mode 
of  collection. 

Having  pronounced  on  refuse  storage  and  collection  the  Government 
set  up  a Working  Party  to  report  on  Refuse  Disposal  and  their  report  is 
likely  to  be  known  either  late  in  1969  or  early  1970. 

Two  disposal  sites  are  available  in  the  District. 

1 . Shotton  Lane  Tip  serving  the  Deeside  area. 

Once  again  all  cover  required  during  the  year  to  exercise  daily  mech- 
anical control  has  been  obtained  from  within  the  perimeter  of  the  site  by 
the  excavation  of  sterile  refuse  tipped  a decade  or  so  ago.  This  operation 
has  increased  the  life  of  the  tip  by  some  3 to  5 years. 

2.  Willow  Tip,  Hope  serving  the  rural  side  of  the  District. 

Here  again  daily  control  was  undertaken  by  a mechanical  shovel  with 
material  excavated  from  within  the  perimeter  of  the  site.  I estimate  that 
there  is  about  two  years  tipping  at  this  site  after  which  I have  hopes  that 
after  further  preparation,  the  whole  area  can  be  put  to  some  form  of  public 
amenity. 

The  year  saw  the  final  move  in  the  acquisition  of  the  Sand  and  Gravel 
Quarry  at  Fagl  Lane  and  most  of  the  preliminary  conditions  laid  down  in 
the  Planning  Consent  e.g.  perimeter  fencing,  was  carried  out.  However,  we 
will  not  be  able  to  start  the  tipping  of  household  refuse  until  the  old  washing 
plant  has  been  demolished  and  this  duty  falls  to  the  previous  owners.  They 
have  promised  to  undertake  this  work  early  in  1969. 
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Having  introduced  daily  tipping  control  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that  only 
one  small  lip  fire  (started  by  children  during  the  holiday  period)  occurred 
during  the  year  but  was  quickly  brought  under  control. 

Rodent  infestation  on  the  tips  was  very  slight  whilst  regular  baiting 
was  undertaken  by  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operative. 

Regular  spraying  was  undertaken  and  it  is  significant  that  there  were 
no  complaints  of  fly  nuisance. 

Total  number  of  days  lost  on  collection  and  disposal  was  681. 

This  loss,  through  sickness  and  other  absenteeism  is  approximately  half 
of  the  absenteeism  which  occurred  during  the  previous  year.  The  recruit- 
ment of  suitable  staff  to  offer  a satisfactory  service  continues  to  pose  most 
difficult  problems  for  the  Department.  However,  hopes  are  high  that  the 
complete  projected  implementation  of  the  Paper  Sack  System  of  collection 
by  1971  will  make  the  work  much  cleaner  and  in  consequence  is  likely  to 
attract  the  type  of  employee  we  require  for  this  service. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

The  Inspectors  of  this  Authority  have  continued  to  inspect  static  and 
mobile  shops,  canteens,  clubs  and  other  licensed  premises  in  relation  to  food 
hygiene  practices. 

However,  this  supervision  has  not  been  to  the  extent  1 would  have 
wished  due  to  shortage  of  staff. 

Advice  has  been  given  on  the  implementation  of  Food  Hygiene  legis- 
lation and  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  resort  to  compulsory  enforcement 
although  much  improvement  to  the  premises  and  equipment  has  been 
effected.

The  slaughter  of  animals  is  regularly  carried  out  at  the  two  licenced 
premises  and  these  seem  to  serve  the  need  for  slaughtering  facilities  in  this 
area. 

The  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food,  after  his  annual  inspection  of  the  Slaughterhouses  again  highly  com- 
plimented the  Council  on  the  standard  of  hygiene  and  structure  contained 
therein. 

Regular  inspections  were  made  at  each  of  the  slaughterhouses  regarding 
the  cleanliness  and  repair  of  the  premises  and  equipment,  hygienic  practices, 
personal  hygiene  and  conduct  in  the  slaughtering  processes. 

During  the  year  a renewal  of  a Knackers  Yard  Licence  was  issued  in 
respect  of  premises  at  River  Lane,  Saltney.  Since  no  slaughtering  facilities 
are  available  at  the  premises,  the  licence  is  only  in  respect  of  the  flaying 
and  dressing  of  carcasses  of  animals,  the  flesh  of  which  is  NOT  intended 
for  human  consumption.

The  licences  of  14  slaughtermen  were  renewed  during  the  year. 

Regular  inspections  were  made  at  each  of  the  slaughterhouses,  under 
the  above  Acts  and  Regulations.  Particular  attention  was  paid  to  the  pro- 
vision of  adequate  water  supplies  and  bedding,  etc.  in  the  lairages.  Animals 
were  not  kept  long  enough  in  the  lairages  to  require  feeding  as  required 
by  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  Regulations.
